"TransCanada appreciates the support the Governor, the Legislature and Alaska have shown for the 
Alaska gas pipeline, and our role as the AGIA Licensee," TransCanada Vice Presfdent Tony Palmer 
said. "Our company has started field work on the project in order to meet our target date for 
completing the initial open season within two years." 

TransCanada Alaska has already authorized specific aerial photography, engineering work and 
environmental gap analysis In support of the open season project. The AGIA license will be issued 
In 90 days.

GOP Platform Writers Reject Drilling In Alaska Refuge 
By Kathleen Hunter, CQ Staff 

MINNEAPOLIS - Republican platform writers beat back an insurgent attempt Wednesday to endorse drilling In 
the Arctic National Wildlife Refuge amid concerns that such a move could undercut John McCain's effort to win 
the White House in November. 

The 112-member GOP platform-writing committee is hammering out the party's policy blueprint here in advance 
of next week's Republican National Convention in neighboring St Paul. 

Unlike President Bush and most of the Republican base, McCain, the senior senator from Arizona, does not 
support ANWR drilling, although he has left open the possibility of reconsidering that view in the future. 

In an effort to avoid a rift with the presumptive nominee, the draft proposal unveiled Tuesday called for 
"accelerated exploration, drilling and development in America, from new oil fields off the nation's coasts to 
onshore fields such as those En Montana, North Dakota and Alaska" but was silent on the specific issue of 
ANWR. 

Platform committee member David Boyle of Alaska proposed adding language that would explicitly indude 
drilling In ANWR, saying the Issue enjoyed broad support was very important to voters and should be addressed 
in the platform. Boyle pointed out that he has ties to the McCain campaign - he is listed as the Alaska contact on 
the campaign's Web site - but said the issue was too important to ignore in the platform. 

Backers of Boyle's amendment argued that it would translate into support for Republicans across the country. 

"I dont believe that there Is a stronger way to support our candidate than to support what our people want- 
said platform member Cathie Adams, of Texas. "This has become the number one issue in this campaign ... I 
think this is a very positive move . . . one that would bring people to the party and to our candidate." 

Opponents countered that inserting the language would do more harm than good, saying it would undermine 
McCain, who, they pointed out recentiy came around to supporting increased drilling in the outer continental 
shelf. They also pointed out that the underlying language was carefully drafted to avoid embarrassing McCain, 
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while at the same time not precluding drilling in ANWR, which many said they supported. 

"The goal is to not have this serve as a lightning rod," said Terry Strine of Delaware, a member of the platform 
committee's energy and environment subcommittee, which debated for more than four hours Tuesday. 

This will bring difficulties and challenges for John McCain and none of us want to do that," Strine added. 

Others echoed that concern. 

"We have a nominee for the party who is entitled to a platform he can run on, and we should not create 
unnecessary conflicts between the nominee and the platform," said James Bopp of Indiana. 

Platform members said they were confident that McCain, if elected, eventually would be convinced to support 
drilling In a 2,000-acre coastal plain section of ANWR. 

"We are blessed with a candidate who actually thinks and Is capable of changing his position when he receives 
new data," said Jeff Grossman of Oregon. "We know that president McCain will eventuaDy come around to our 
position- but he's not there yet" 

Some platform members said It was important to call for ANWR drBling in the platform to send a message to 
McCain. 

To let him know how strong the sentiment Is on this issue, we do hfm a service, not a disservice," said Sandra 
McDade of Louisiana. 

This is an accountability tool, and we're accountable to our base and to the people who sent us here," said 
Kendal Unruh of Colorado. 

The platform-committee did accept a proposal, offered by Kbn Skipper of Alaska, that would oppose efforts to 
permanently block access to ANWR, a move that panel members viewed as a viable compromise for now. 

"President McCain will be in a much better position to get this accomplished than Senator McCain," said Mike 
Fair of South Carolina. 

Republicans hailed rejection of the proposal as a sign that members of the party were willing to put aside thefr 
own views to avoid crossing McCain. 

"That shows the support that Senator McCain has In this room," said Trey Grayson of Kentucky, who co-chaired 
the environment subcommittee. That's a real sign of unity. Its not lip service. That's action." 

With less internal disagreement, the platform committee also rejected a proposal to discourage the export of oft 
and gas garnered from any new leases. 

Opponents were concerned that the amendment would force McCain to take an anti-free-trade stance prior to 
trie election. Mississippi Gov. Haley Barbour said the proposal ran counter to the open-market, free-trade 
positions Republicans outlined in the economic portion of their platform. Barbour Is chairman of the platform- 
writing panel's economic subcommittee, which spelled out a policy of lower taxes, decreased regulation and 
smaller government. The panel approved that portion of the platform Tuesday.

Dear Governor Schwarzenegger 

I am writing to join Governor Lingle of Hawaii in urging you not to sign Senate Bill 974. 
This legislation would impose a $30 fee per 20 foot equivalent for shipping containers. (Many 
shipping containers are 40 feet long, so the fee or tax would double to $60.) As I understand it, the 
fee would apply to all shipping containers processed through the main ports in California (Long 
Beach, Los Angeles and Oakland). 

I have previously written to Governor Gregoire of Washington in opposition to a similar 
container tax the Washington Legislature considered in 2007. The Alaska Legislature also passed a 
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resolution opposing that bill. I have enclosed a copy of that resolution. 

Enactment of Senate Bill 974 will have negative impacts on both Alaska and California. For 
Alaskans, a very large percentage of goods (90 percent or more) shipped to Alaska arrive as 
marine cargo in a container. Many communities lack road access and depend entirely on the 
shipment of goods by container. Shipping costs have increased significantly with (he rising price 
of fuel and these higher costs are quickly passed onto Alaskans. This tax makes the situation 
worse. 

Similarly, the tax may harm California by driving port business away from its ports. New 
port developments such as the one in Prince Rupert, B.C., Canada, could become attractive to 
shippers. 

I respectfully request due consideration be given to our state and that you not sign Senate 
Bill 974.

The Department of Law has received a number of press inquiries on how the Alaska constitution 
and state statutes address what might happen if Governor Sarah Palin was elected Vice 
President, and if Lieutenant Governor Sean Parnell was elected to the U.S. House of 
Representatives in the upcoming November 2008 election. Here is a brief explanation. 

If, in the November election, Lieutenant Governor Parnell is elected to Congress and Governor 
Palin is elected Vice President, and both remain in their current state offices until they assume 
those federal offices, the following would occur: 

• At noon on January 3, 2009, Lieutenant Governor Parnell would become Alaska's U.S. 
Representative. 

• Once Lieutenant Governor Parnell left his state office, the designated successor to the 
lieutenant governor - currently Attorney General Talis Colberg - would become 
lieutenant governor. Governor Palin would then designate another person to succeed to 
the office of lieutenant governor in the event of a subsequent vacancy in that office. That 
designation would be subject to legislative confirmation. 

• At noon on January 20, 2009, Governor Palin would become Vice President The person 
who succeeded Lieutenant Governor Parnell as lieutenant governor (Attorney General 
Colberg) would then become acting governor, pending a special election. The special 
election would be held no earlier than March 21, 2009, and no later than April 20, 2009. 

No special election for governor and lieutenant governor would be necessary unless both 
Governor Palin and Lieutenant Governor Parnell won federal office and left their state offices 
before the end of their current terms. So if Attorney General Colberg became the acting 
governor through succession, there would be a special election to fill the office of governor and 
the office of lieutenant governor.

A Short Explanation of the Law on Gubernatorial Succession 



For Immediate Release:

The Department of Law has received a number of press inquiries on how the Alaska constitution 
and state statutes address what might happen if Governor Sarah Palin was elected Vice 
President, and if Lieutenant Governor Sean Parnell was elected to the U.S. House of 
Representatives in the upcoming November 2008 election. Here is a brief explanation. 
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If, in the November election, Lieutenant Governor Parnell is elected to Congress and Governor 
Palin is elected Vice President, and both remain in their current state offices until they assume 
those federal offices, the following would occur: 

• At noon on January 3, 2009, Lieutenant Governor Parnell would become Alaska's U.S. 
Representative. 

• Once Lieutenant Governor Parnell left his state office, the designated successor to the 
lieutenant governor - currently Attorney General Talis Colberg - would become 
lieutenant governor. Governor Palin would then designate another person to succeed to 
the office of lieutenant governor in the event of a subsequent vacancy in that office. That 
designation would be subject to legislative confirmation. 

• At noon on January 20, 2009, Governor Palin would become Vice President. The person 
who succeeded Lieutenant Governor Parnell as lieutenant governor (Attorney General 
Colberg) would then become acting governor, pending a special election. The special 
election would be held no earlier than March 21 , 2009, and no later than April 20, 2009. 

No special election for governor and lieutenant governor would be necessary unless both 
Governor Palin and Lieutenant Governor Parnell won federal office and left their state offices 
before the end of their current terms. So if Attorney General Colberg became the acting 
governor through succession, there would be a special election to fill the office of governor and 
the office of lieutenant governor. But if Lieutenant Governor Parnell became governor through 
succession and remained in that office until the end of the current term, there would be no 
special election to fill either office.

The APOC Commission just ruled that our website is not educating the public in a "fair" manner, and cited several specific 
examples. They cited not only the legislative intent for the $25,000 appropriation, but also several other election statutes, and 
a 1992 AG's opinion. The bottom hire is that they feel that to be fair, the proponents of the ballot measure should have some 
level of agreement to our website. 

The Commission ordered us to meet with the complaining party tomorrow and try to either develop website language that is 
mutually agreeable, or to allow them to insert rebuttal language after sections of our website that they find objectionable. We 
have been ordered to appear with the other party before the Commission at 2:00 pm tomorrow, the Commission will either 
then bless our new site, or for us to kill the site for the duration. 

The Commission ordered that the website is to be pulled immediately (which I have initiated), and ordered that state officials 
cease to advocate for or against ballot measure 4. We can get more clarification on this order tomorrow at 2:00. The 
Commission made no mention of the Governor's statement at the press conference in their order.
